whereby the soldering filler metal is visible, 
which configuration makes it possible to verify the 
soldering locations in a reliable manner, even when 
the soldering location is inside a composite glass 
panel that is to be soldered, optionally, by means 
of heat induction. 

None of the cited dociiments discloses a cut-out portion in 
the glass sheet. On the contrary, said documents disclose 
couplings, electrical conductors or films placed on said 
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glass sheet:
